North K-Beach 600ft fishery spans 4 miles, consists of 29 Beach nets and 9
family commercial fishing businesses.

2/28/2017 (Proposal 136) The North K-Beach 600ft fishery was adopted as a
tool to be used to keep nets out of the Kasilof Special Harvest Area (Terminal
Fishery). Adopted 7-0.

3/1/2017 (Proposal 101)The Kasilof 600ft fishery was adopted as a tool to be
used to keep nets out of the Kasilof Special Harvest Area (Terminal Fishery).
3/7/2017 (RC 216) Submitted to exempt Kasilof 600ft hours from the plan.
There was board discussion on record for clarification of their intent to
exempt hours in the Kasilof 600ft. They agreed that their intent was to
exempt the hours.

The North K-Beach 600ft hours exemption was never revisited by the Board of
Fish or the Dept. of Law for the same consideration as RC 216.
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Historical Use of the North K-Beach 600ft Fishery

e In 2017 the Kasilof River exceeded the BEG with a final escapement
of 358,724. The North K-Beach 600ft fishery was never used.

e In 2018 the Kasilof River exceeded the BEG and OEG with the final
escapement of 394,309. The North K-Beach 600ft fishery was used
twice.

e In 2018 the Kasilof River Special Harvest Area (Terminal Fishery) was
used 5 continuous days.

e In 2018, if the North K-Beach 600ft fishery hours were exempt in the
plan, the fishery could have been used more and would have most
likely prevented exceeding the escapement goals and prevented the
use of Kasilof River Special Harvest Area for 5 continuous days.

In the 2017 and 2018
fishing seasons, the
North K-Beach fishermen
lost opportunity to
harvest available surplus
Kasilof sockeye, which
resulted in exceeding
escapement goals and a
significant economic loss
to those fishermen and
their local communities.



Need for Hour Exemption Clarification-Proposal 181

e In October 2018 North K-Beach setnetters submitted ACR 7 to
clarify the intent of the Board of Fish at the 2017 meeting,
regarding the hours used in the N-KBeach 600ft fishery. ACR 7
was submitted to correct an effect on a fishery that was
unforeseen when a regulation was adopted. It passed 7-0.
Proposal 181 was a result of ACR 7.

e If adopted, Proposal 181 will provide clear direction to ADF&G
that the hours fished under 5 AAC 21.310(ii), will not impact
hours fished by 91% of the permit holders in the remainder of
the Kenai Section. This will correct the unforeseen effect on the

fishery when the regulation was adopted back in 2017.
